is the use of hot bricks and the like, 
carried to bod with more or less regu- 
Imity, for abovit live mouths of the 
year. This, of necessity. aggravate? 
tho UinicuUy, compelling one todepend 
more or loss on arlilici.il heat, instead 
of preventing the escape of the heat by 
conduction. 


Let it be remembered that the great 


principle) is that the human body gen- 
erates Us own heat, the onlv object in 
this resprct of tho xi=e of clothing being 
to prevent the too rapid escape of such 
heat generated by the, lungs, cte. These 
heat-generating powers, like all others 
of the system, will do mueh if com- 
pelled lo', or they will lie dormant just 
to the extent that arlilieial heat in iup- 
plii d. 


Jt i^ •very injudicious for the aged 


nnd tlio^e 'whose poweis are reduced 
from am eau*>e, to thrmt the feet into 
cold water, ,is a means of ineu'.iMng 
Hie heat, since tl'ie .shock is too great, 
and since the temporary giin, if any, 
mil he followed by a lo^s of power, 
which tins class can not allorrl. 


Instead of this injudicious course, let 


something be done to increase the cir- 
culation ot the blood, th.it the warm 
lluiil from the heart—-wanned in the 
lungs-, by 
an actual combustion 
of 


the wistc'and worthless matter in them 
—may leach the extremities doing their

work.

amount $6,09430 was from fines, 
and $36,019.52 from licenses. 
The 


expenditures were $413,719.36, of 
which $35,019.84 was in anticipa 
tion of the tax levy of 1884-85. The 
total bonded indebetdness of the 
city is shown to be, exclusive of 
bonds in judgment in the United 
States Court, 1837,850. The jndg 
ment remaining against the city in 
the United States Court amount to 
only $20,720.64. 
Of the outstand- 


ing bonded indebtedness, §71'2,10( 
is on registered bonds, bearing 5 per 
cent, interest. 
The amount of out- 


standing bonds on which tho inter 
eat is payable by the city, is 1161, 
750. 
These bear 7 and 8 per cent 


interest. 
The tax levy of 1884 wa*

SPBINOPIBLD, Feb. 26, 1 p. m—The 


sudden death of Hon. R. E. Logan, a Re- 
publican representative from Whiteside 
county, which occurred in the state house 
at 10 o'clock this forenoon, has ocoasion- 
ed'a decided sensation about the capital, 
and the final outcome of the senatorial 
contest is the subject of general conver- 
sation in the building and in all parts of 
the city. 


Representative Logan, who was be- 


tween 50 and 60 years of age, and gray 
haired, had been afflicted with heart dis- 
ease. He was confined to his room sev- 
eral days, but managed to reach the 
Capitol in time for the joint sessions. 
This forenoon he came to the state 
house in company 
with hia nurse, 


a lad of 17, but found the elevator not 
running. It had got out of repair and 
could not be used this forenoon. 
Mr. 


Logan decided that he could walk up the 
stairway, and he proceeded to do BO, sup- 
ported by the nurse. On reaching the 
second floor he suddenly sank back in a 
fainting condition. The nurse and a jani- 
tor hastily procured a chair in which the 
old man was placed, while members of 
the House and visitors quickly gathered 
about him to offar assistance. The dying 
man was at once carried up the next 
dight of stairs on the House floor and1 


placed on a cot in a committee room, 
where he was attended by four doctors 
hastily summuned to bis side. 


Their efforts to save his life were fruit- 


less. He died within a few minutes after 
he was placed on the cot. He died of 
heart disease, his death being hastened 
by the effort to walk up the first flight of 
stairs. The body will probably be re- 
moved from Springtteld to the nome of 
the deceased in Wuiteaide, and will be 
accompanied by a committee of five mem- 
bers appointed at the joint session to-day. 


NO VOTB. 


The Republicans and Democrats agreed 


in joint session not to force a vote for 
denator until next week, though a juint 
session was held to-day, and there will be 
another to-morrow to comply with the 
law. To-day at nooa but one vote was 
cast. Speaker Haines voted for Morrison. 
Most of the members will leave for their 
homes to-night. A formal adjournment 
will be taken to-morrow until Monday, 
and on Tuesday the voting to select a 
Senator will be resumed. 


BFrSOT OP THB DEATH. 


The death of Mr. Logan leaves the Re- 


publicans short one vote on joint ballot. 
It was a tie before to-day, but now, count- 
ing Haines with tho Democrats, they 
have one majority. There is considerable 
talk and speculation us to the probable 
result. It is held by many of the legal 
fraternity that the interposition of Provi- 
dence cannot, under the law, set aside the 
required presence of 103 members to 
make a quorum on joint ballot. The Re- 
publicans have it in their power to break 
the quorum, if the presence of 103 mem- 
bers is required on joint ballot. 


It looks now aa it a "dark horse" 


would have a goodohanoe to win the cov- 
eted majority of ballots.

The crickets 
make it merry about the house, and the'grcen 
hillsides say spring has oome. All kmds ot 
stock have wluteri d well here, and very little 
feeding has been done, There are some fine 
ranches or farms in this section. I know of 
some very line ones for sale because the own- 
era are getting too old to manage thpm; good 
bargains for some one. I have many old 
friends in Decatur and hope yet to see them 
and settle there too. Somehow I can't help 
but think that Is the place yet for my home.

"He began his American career 


with a brilliant .fete given at his 
residence in Georgetown. His house 
as approached on the memorable 
evening, was in such a blaze of light 
that it resembled a conflagration. 
Its furniture, nearly all imported, 
was elegant, of novel workmanship. 
He received in the costume of his 
court—blue, covered with silver lace 
to a great depth and adorned with 
precious stones.

whole length of the table, which was 
laden with gold and mirror pleateaus, 
costly chandeliers, Grecian temples 
and castles in candied sugar, fruits 
in oramental dishes and golden forks.

De Bodisco was a bachelor of

He married a 
Miss Williams, of Washington, and 
her first bridesmaid was Jessie Ben- 
ton, now Mrs.'Gen. Fremont.
